South of France 
Relied on fo r M ar­ 
riage E m blem s Worn W h en E ng­ 
lish Bride« Go to A ltar. 


In many way s the mod ern marriage 
d iffers from the wed d ings of y ester­ 
d ay , but with all 
the 
change« 
th« 
ceremony is not really complete with­ 
ou t orange blossom« . 
A huge quan­ 
tity of the pu re white fragrant flower« 
are used ev ery y ear at fashionable 
ceremonies, and y et not many people 
seem to know where they all 
come 
from. 
As a matter of fact, nearly all the 
orange blosBorns which come to Ix in- 
d on are grown in the sou th of France, 
a few miles inland from the coast 
line of the Riv iera, say s 
the 
Daily 
News of that city . 
Here, where the 
sheltered v alley s of the Alps Mari­ 
time» lie basking in 
the 
su n. are 
fou nd the orange orchard s 
whence 
comes the su pply of 
blossoms 
for 
British wed d ings. 
Of cou rse, u large proportion of the 
orange flowers Is u sed In the manu ­ 
factu re of that perfu me for which 
Grasse has 
become 
so 
famou s, bu t 
many growers make a special feature 
of su pply ing sprigs for the marriage 
ceremony . 
None of these trees 
are 
permitted to bear fru it and the great­ 
est possible care Is taken ov er the 
cu ltiv ation, so as to Insu re an abu n­ 
d ance of blossoms 
When 
in 
fu ll 
flower the trees present a most at 
tractiv e appearance, the d ark ev er­ 
green foliage showing u p In fine con­ 
trast to the gleaming white petals. It 
Is one of the pecu liar habits of the 
orange tree that it 
will remain In 
flower for a consid erable part of the 
y ear; thu s the owner of a well m a r 
aged orchard can at almost all times 
find a few blossoming shoots. 
Du ring the spring and early su m­ 
mer the orange trees are most fu ll of 
blooms and it is then that the larg­ 
est qu antities arc d ispatched 
All d ay 
long the pickers are at work In the 
orchard s. 
Cu riou s 
steplad d crs 
are 
u sed so that the gatherer may bo 
able to reach all parts of the trees. 
The orange flowers are going a long 
jou rney and on this accou nt It Is need ­ 
fu l to pick them before 
they 
are 
fu lly ex pand ed . 
Happily , they keep 
well for a long time, and the blooms 
will be nice and fresh when they nre 
u npacked thirty six hou rs later in the 
florist's shop. 
After being kept In 
the d ark, cool place, with their sterns 
in warm water for a few hou rs, the 
petals will ex pand beau tifu lly u nd bo 
read y for u se, 
Orange flower growing is possibly 
one of the most flou rishing ind u stries 
In the world , in that tho d emand al­ 
way s ex ceed s the su pply . 
Any su per­ 
flu ou s blooms which a grower may 
hav e are alway s greed ily swallowed 
u p by the scent makers, whoso wants 
can nev er be fu lly met. 
Most of the 
orchard s are owned by small hold ers, 
and in many cases these hav e been 
retained In the family for a large nu m 
her of y ears. 
Thu s it is not an easy 
thing for a newcomer to be nblo to 
secu re an orchard sav e on the rare 
occasions when these nre offered foF 
sale. 
The starting of an orange or­ 
chard is a v ery slow bu siness, as the 
trees are not qu ick growers and it Is 
some time before any thing in the way 
of crops can be ex pected .
